LotnsviLLE, Sept 13 —For almost the 


first time in its history the G A. B.

Colonel Walker, in thanking the 
comrades, said that he deeply felt the 
high compliment which they had be- 
stowed upon him in electing him to the 
highest office within their gift. He 
felt almost oppressed at the thought of 
succeeding such a long line of able 
men, who had filled the office. He 
would, however, devote his entire ener- 
gies to performing his duties. 


In the contest for senior vice com- 
mander, both the candidates were from 
Kentucky. They were General E. H. 
Hobson and Michael Minton, General 
Hobson being elected. C. E. Cosgrove, 
of Washington, was elected junior vice 
commander over J. 0. Gregg, of Mon- 
tana.

ple who had contributed to the ex- 
penses of the citizen's 
committees, 
and

injured 
who

here were taken to their homes in- 
stead of the hospitals. Those from a 
distance who were injured, were for the 
most part guests of Louisville people. 
And the victims of Wednesday's ex- 
plosion were all members of the Louis- 
ville legion, made up of the sons of lead- 
ing citizens. The hospitals are full 
of 
patients 
suffering 
from the 
ffticts of heat and injuries received by 
the accident last night. 
At the hos- 
pitals all are reported as doing well and 
so far as reports can be learned from 
fifty 
or more homes, 
where the 
injured are being cared for, they are all 
also doing well today, except Mrs 
Birsch field, who had her feet mashed 
and hips dislocated and may not re- 
cover. E. Hoar, a musician of Spring- 
field, Ohio, who was not on the grand- 
stand, but on top of the sanitary booth 
that caved in during the fireworks, is 
in a serious condition.

The reason given is 
that none will be needed.

WASHIKGTON, Sept. 13 —There is some 
opposition among army officers to Gen- 
eral Miles' promotion, and ii is under- 
stood that a protest has been lodged 
with President Cleveland against his 
choice as the successor of General 
Schofield. As these objections do nut 
relate to his efficiency as an officer, and 
in several instances are believed to 
have been actuated by personal mo- 
tives, there is little apprehension on 
the part of his friends that they will 
prevail with the president. It has 
been Mr. Cleveland's policy in appoint- 
ments in the army to follow the rule of 
seniority, unless excellent reasons for 
contrary action have presented them- 
gf^lves to him. The fact that Genern-l 
Miles is not a graduate of West Point, 
that he was a republican in poliiics and 
that it is charged that his acceptance 
of the surrender of Geronimo was due 
to willful disobedience instead of a 
misunderstanding of orders, as is 
claimed by his friends, are not likely 
to be controlling with the president in 
view of his rank and unsurpassed mili- 
tary record. General Schofield upon 
his retirement will remain in Washing- 
ton.

Townsend, Washington; San Diego, 
California, and a complete quarantine 
plant at San Francisco, with regular 
officers of the service in charge. At 
Gray's Harbor, Washington, there is a 
sanitary inspector of the marine service 
and one also at Empire City, Oregon 
The Columbia river which includes 
the ports of Portland and Astoria, 
Oregon, 
are in 
charge 
of state 
officers 
who are 
acting 
under 
special 
instructions issued by the 
marine hospital service. At Eureka, 
Cala., there is a regular sanitary in- 
spector. A special regulation has been 
issued regarding the disinfection of all 
baggage from all ports on the orient, 
including Hawaii. The United States 
consul at Yokohoma has a physician to 
a«isist him in the inspection of vessels. 
Dr. Wyman wrote to the chief quaran- 
tine officer of Canada to inquire what 
had been done with regard to protect- 
ing the northern frontier from immi- 
grants coming by the way of British 
rolumbia. He was informed that the 
Canadian authorities had been fore- 
stalled by the steamship companies 
who, as long ago as July, had refused 
to bring Japanese immigrants, because 
of fear of detention of vessels.

Sad Preached the Gospel in Western 
Pennsylvania for Seventy-five 
Years and Publishes Sev« 
eral Books. 


PITTSBUBG, Sept. 15.—Rev. Dr. Sam- 
uel Wakefield, the veteran Methodist 
Minister, died today at West Newton. 
Dr. Wakefield was said to be the 
oldei-t Mason and the oldest preacher 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, and 
probably the oldest of any denomina- 
tion in the world. 
He has been a 
member of the Masonic fraternity for 
almost seventy-five years. His children 
are all living 
Dr. Wakefield's career 
a3 a methodist minister is part of the 
history of western Pennsylvania. He 
preached occasionally in later years 
and was enjoying fairly good health 
until recently, though he was broken 
down somewhat since the death of his 
wife, some months ago. His grand- 
mother, Mary Wade, was a preacher, 
having been ordained in the ministry 
by John Calvert. 
Hh was ordained in 
1817. He published several books on 
theology and music, when he was com- 
paratively young, which made him 
widely known. His principal theologi- 
cal work, "Wakefield Theology," has 
become a classic in the lifetime of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
The 
time of the funeral has not yet been 
decided upon.

Sept. 13 —The funeral 
of Miss Lillian R'iymond, one of the 
angela at Schweiniurth's "heaven," who 
died at the city hospital as a result of 
an operation, was held yesterday after- 
noon, sixty of the followers of the 
bo>;us messiah bring in attendance 
The undertaker from Rockford was the 
only outsider present. Miss Raymond 
was thirty years old and had conducted 
the school at the "heaven" for six 
years. Her brother also lives there, 
and it was to this couple that the pre- 
tender transferred all of his property a 
year or so ago, by bill of sale when the 
damage suits were being filed against 
him thick and fast. 
She was the 
first adult to be interred at the place, 
her remains being burled close to the 
house, under a tall oak tree. The 
floral tributes were the most profuse 
seen in this section for a long time, the 
grave also being lined to the bottom 
with flowers. Schweinfurth officiated 
and preached a sermon of over an 
hour, quoting largely irom the bible 
and paying a high tribute to the purity 
of character of the woman. He made 
no reference to the resurrection, as in 
the case of a child buried there, which 
he promised his followers to bring back 
to life. Six young women dressed in 
white served as pallbearers and a quar- 
tet from the "heaven" sang. When in 
the city this morning Schweinfurth re- 
fused to discuss the funeral arrange- 
ments, even to give the hour of tbe 
services, stating that the first death of 
an adult in his colony had cast a gloom 
over all those who live there.

CONTESTING A WILL. 


The trial of the case of Andrew J. 
Ralston and George S. Ralston vs. 
Emily Dills, transferred from the De-

of Eliza Jane Ralston, of Auburn, who 
died leaving a will by which the bulk 
of her estate, valued at 110,000 or 112- 
000, was bequeathed to her daughter, 
Mrs. Emily Dills, the defendant, while 
the other children, the plaintiffs, were 
left without the share to which they 
claim they were entitled.

defendant. 


STENNEB SENT TO PBISON. 


Frahklin Stenner, of this city, has 
been sent to the penitentiary from La- 
grange for a one year's term. The 
Lagrange Standard gives the following 
account of his trial. ' J udge Wilson re- 
sumed the bench Monday and com- 
menced grinding out the court grist in 
earnest. The first case called was that 
of the state vs. Franklin G. Stenner, of 
Fort Wayne, charged with obtaining 
money on a false pretense. It appears 
that in June last he was at Lima, and 
showed to the postmaster his pass bank, 
book, and asked him to cash a check of 
$25. The bank book was from the Old 
National bank of Fort Wayne and 
showed that there had been a deposit 
made of some $700, and that only one 
or two hundred 
dollars had been 
checked out on it. Mr. Kimmell be- 
lieving the young man had enough 
money in bank, as he claimed, cashed 
the check and sent it on to the 
bank for payment. But it soon came 
back with the statement that there 
was only $2 00 left on deposit to Sten- 
ner's credit. In the meantime Stenner 
had left, but in a few weeks turned up 
at Kendallville and was arrested. He 
was defended in court by L. A. Foster 
who made his first appearance in a 
trial in the circuit court, but came 
pretty near winning a hopeless case. 
The jury was out all night, and when 
they agreed it was on the lowest limit 
allowed by law, one year in the peni- 
tentiary and $10 fine. There was a 
possibility for the young man to have 
believed he had enough money on de- 
posit to pay the check, but it appears 
the jury could not get it strong enough 
for » reasonable doubt. The evidence 
showed that he returned last spring 
from a four years' term in a reform 
school,

THE SENTINKL suggested a few days 
ago in these columns a change in the 
manner of the stopping of electric cars 
at the street croasingB and favored the 
far instead of the near side of inter- 
secting stretots for such stops as were 
made necessary to take on or let off 
passengers. 
Our euggestion has met 
with a great deal of favorable comment 
and everyone who has spoken to us on 
on the subject says that the street car 
company ought to make the change. 


The plan of stopping electric cars at 
present in vogue in this city is a relic 
of the old horse car syi^tem and the 
reasons for the practice have ceased to 
exist. 
The horee cars were entered 
and left from the rear and by crossing 
the street the rear steps could be 
stopped at the cross walk 
without 
blocking the intersecting street, but 
the change in the construction of the 
cars so that they may be entered from 
the sides has entirely removed the oc 
casion for the old practice and there is 
no good reason for its continuance, but 
but many in favor of its abandonment. 


The practice has been abandoned at 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton and is being favorably discussed 
and recommended in other cities. 
It 
is said to ba popular 
wherever tried 
and THE SENTINEL believes it should be 
considered in this city by our people 
and the street railway management 
and if this is done we feel very sure 
that it will be seen that a change will 
be for the best. 


The plan of stopping at the near side 
of intersecting streets before crossing 
has many features which strongly com- 
mend it, in the lessening of danger to 
travelers on the cross streets, and to 
passengera and those attempting to 
board the car as well. 
Having stepped 
at the street line, the car is more likely 
to be under control when crossing than 
if sent over at full speed, and those on 
the cross street are better apprised of 
its approach and have more opportunity 
to get out of the way. 
Those waiting 
for cars will not have the temptation 
to climb aboard as the car is passing 
and those expecting to alight will have 
no occasion to do BO before the car is 
brought to a stop. 


A coroner's jury in Chicago recently, 
in the case of a death caused by a cable 
car on State street, made a unanimous 
recommendation 
that all cable and 
electric cars be r( quired to stop on the 
near side of all downtown streets. The 
near side practice has been tried three 
years in Baltimore and the president 
of the Central Kaiiway company says it 
has saved the roads much 
money and 
the people many accidents. 


The regulation of this matter is, we 
believe, governed by ordinance and 
comes within the power of Ihe cily 
council. 
The change suggested above, 
we believe, would be a good one and 
would opex;ate for the benefit of all. 
It is for this reason that T H E SENTINEL 
favors it and calls the astention of the 
city council to its consideration.

Tiiero nro ovei>] 00 minerals known to 
commerce, without counting tho sepa 
rate varieties of many of the general 
division.^. Mr. Rothwell's book deals 
not only with mining methods, but also 
%Yith tho r:uige of prices and dividends 
paid from year to year. 
Wo find that 
1804 will gu down in history as the 
year of low prices in tho whole Indus 
trial world. For this reason, while the 
production of some minerals decreased 
very little, if at all, their money valuo 
decreased very considerabh-. In copper 
for instance, thero was in production an 
actual increase of 20,250,000 pounds 
but the price was so low that tho cop 
per industry fell off in value 
508. 
During 180-1 tho production of 
pig iron fell off about 400,000 tOus 
but this was in tho early part of tho 
year. 
At the close of 1894 tho fur 
naces were running full time, and this 
year tho proiniso is that tho high water 
maik of pig iron production, 9,000,000 
tons, will even be exceeded. 


The United States decreased the min 
ing of silver last year by 18 per cent 
but the decline in value of the product 
was 83.6 per cent. In spite of this the 
United States still remains the greatest 
silver country of the world. 
Last year 
we mined about 50,000,000 ounces of 
silver. 


The gold outlook is, on the whole 
encouraging. 
The actual increa.se of 
production in this country was last year 
not quito $4,000,000 over 1893. 
Thero 
was a gain of $6,749,727 over 1892. We 
find one point of especial interest in the 
fact that the mining of gold has been 
reduced 
to bottom cost—lower than 
ever before. 
Gold ores can now bo re 
duced for $3 per ton, with 
miners 
wages at $2.50 to $3.50 a day. Another 
cheering fact is stated by Mr. Rothwell 
as follows: "The time is evidently ripe 
for applying improved processes to the 
treatment of low grade gold ores, of 
which we have great quantities at many 
different points in the Rocky mountain 
region and on tho Pacific coast as well 
as in the southern states."

Will Not Enlist l a the Navy. 


Tho number of our cruisers appears 
to be increasing faster than the willing- 
ness of American boys to become sea- 
men aboard of them. In fact, our new 
navy threatens to be manned almost 
entirely by Scandinavians, except as to 
its officers. 
The ordinary seamen are 
well treated. 
When a man first enlists, 
he receives $19 a mouth, with food, 
clothes and lodging. 
Experienced sea- 
men get $24 a month and have three 
months at home on land out of a three 
years' cruise. 


Still the native American boys will 
not 
enlist aboard our beautiful new 
warships. The reason is a credit to their 
heads and hearts. 
They will not accept 
places in which there is no chance to 
rise. 
A common seaman in our navy, 
although he have the brains of a Farra- 
gut, will never be promoted to any rank 
higher than that of boatswain or gun- 
ner. The officers' places are reserved for 
the spruce young graduates of Annapolis 
Naval academy. 
As a sailor said of 
these: "Before they can tie a rope yard 
properly they give orders to old seamen. 
In any sort of a blow these kids become 
so rattled that they don't know what 
they are about.'' 


Plainly congress next winter needs 
to pass a law making any place, even 
that of admiral, open before the enlisted 
seaman who studies navigation and fits 
himself to take command. He ought to 
be in regular line of promotion to the 
veiy highest rank.

planners, either among themselves or in deal- 
ing with foreigners. 


It is really quite too bad. W e do 
hope our western friends will try to im- 
prove their manners up to the Nortoni- 
an plane, particularly in the matter of 
thinking and speaking no evil. We hope 
they will not give vent to any more 
crude and unrefined Monroe doctrine. It 
would offend the fine Nortonian thought. 


It is true that General Grant was a 
western man in his day. 
So was Lin- 
coln. 
So was Sherman. All these had 
the American spirit to a degree that 
would have jarred 
horribly on the 
Nortonian nerves, but perhaps they did 
not know any better, poor things! They 
had not abporbed culture like a thirsty 
sponge. 
They loved their country, and 
that was alL 
Grant's 
manners were 
good enough for Queen Victoria, and 
they delighted the polished emperor of 
Japan, but they would never do for the 
professor, whose delicate nostrils could 
not even stand the smell of powder dur- 
ing the war. 


It is to tho interest of the United 
States to cultivate the friendliest rela- 
tions with Japan. 
If there were no 
other reasons than the low down one of 
pocket considerations, that of itself 
would bo sufficient. 
Japan is one of 
tho best markets for our export trade. 
Japan is going to have some of the 
shifjs of her new navy made here. 
She 
calls 
constantly 
for American 
teachers, 
mechanics, 
engineers, 
elec- 
tricians, 
military men and scientists 
to 
enter 
her service, 
paying 
them 
the highest price therefor. 
Japan has 
now tho friendliest 
feeling 
toward 
us. In the very unlikely case of any dis- 
pute between us and any of the powers 
of Europe Japan would be sure to be on 
our side, and it must not be forgotten 
that Japan is to be a great power in the 
future. 
Tlio little brown men have the 
pluck and intellectual force of giants. 
The man, therefore, who endeavors to 
stir up a feeling against Japanese immi- 
gration into this country is an idiot. 


Let America remember always that
